CHIHUAHUA, Mexico, Sept. 24.— 
General Francisco Villa today 
or­ 
dered the mobilization 
of 
25,000 
troops of the constitutionalist army 
of the north at Torreon, where he 
expects to withstand an attack by 
10,000 Carranzista troops, said to be 
moving north from Southern Mexico 
via Aguascalientes. 
Gen. Felipe Angeles, Villa’s chief 
lieutenant, and leader of the 
rebel 
chieftain’s artillery, has been placed 
in charge of the Torreon forces and 
will command them in the first battle 
of the new revolution now pending. 
“Carranza must go, and go quick,” 
said Villa today in commenting 
on 
his proclamation of hostilities. 
“I 
have declared hostilities on him and 
I am prepared to fight until he 
is 
forced to flee from Mexico, just as 
Huerta w’as compelled to flee. 
This 
will not take long, as I expect 
to 
push the campaign I have inaugu­ 
rated with ail possible speed.” 
Villa insists the states of Zacate­ 
cas, Sonora, Chihuahua and part of 
Coahuila will support him, and he 
declared today he expected addition­ 
al aid soon from the states of Du­ 
rango, Sinaloa and Aguascalientes.

Upsets U. S. Plans 
The new- development today threw 
into confusion all plans and hopes 
of the administration for peace, rec­ 
ognition of the constitutionalists and 
withdraw-al of American troops'. 
The first important action by the 
administration w-as an order to Con­ 
sul George S. C aro lers, to confer to­ 
day at Chihuahua with General Vil­ 
la. Carothers was under orders to 
sound out Villa and ask the revolting 
chieftain whether he would consider 
other methods than hostilities to set­ 
tle his dispute with Carranza.

JOURNALISM 


The French president and the kais­ 
er have given each other the lie di­ 
rect in regard to the use by their 
armies of the dum-dum bullet. There 
is a sort 
of 
ghastly ludicrousness 
about this controversy. 
The official 
spokesmen of two nations which are 
straining every nerve in the business. 
of killing, find tim e to accuse each 
other of doing the slaughtering In an 
“inhuman” manner. A dum-dum bul­ 
let expands when it hits something 
soft—as for example a human stom ­ 
ach. 
Instead of making a modest, 
humane little hole It spreads out into 
barbed points 
and 
tears Its way 
through. 
It is perhaps ten per cent 
more painful to be killed by a dum­ 
dum than by a steel bullet. 
But it 
was not for humane reasons that the 
steel bullet was adopted. 
Its ad­ 
vantages are discussed in the military 
journals of all languages. It is not 
so likely to kill a man at once. And 
It is better business to wound a man 


from the angle of the private citizen.

Worst Fighting of War 
LONDON, Sept. 2 4— That the Ger­ 
mans are making a supreme effort to 
break through the French center be­ 
tween Argonne and the Meuse is ad­ 
mitted at the war office. 
It is stat­ 
ed that for the last forty-eight hours 
the fighting has been continuous. 
The Germans, heavily reinforced, 
are clearly trying to force the with­ 
drawal of part 
of the French left 
which continues to push the army of 
Gen. Von Kluck backward, although 
very slowly. 
Up to the present it is 
stated the French lines have 
held 
firm. 
The losses on both sides are en­ 
ormous, eclipsing 
anything 
in the 
war to date. The entire battle ground 
at this point is covered with 
dead 
and wounded men, neither side hav­ 
ing been able to either 
to 
collect 
their dead or gather their injured. 
The fighting is also desperate on 
the extreme left, although the allies 
have not been able to make any very 
large gains and are still unable to 
drive the Germans from the Aisne- 
Oise triangle. 
Both sides are frantically reinforc­ 
ing. 
The Germans have combed all 
of their interior fortifications 
for 
men to aid them in the present con­ 
flict while the entire French second 
line, and all that can be spared from 
the army of the defense of Paris, are 
now at the front. 
A significant note in the way 
of 
what can be expected comes in the 
announcement that the winter equip­ 
ment for the British troops at 
the 
front is already being transported 
to France. 
This means there is to 
be no let up In the struggle.
